firms and the 24 school districts 
in which the experimental pro- 
gram will be carried out. 


The experiment, to cost be- 


tween $3,5 million and $5.5 mil- 
lion, will cover an estimated 
12,000 to 17,000 children 
in 


grades one through three and 
seven through nine. 


Donald Rumsfeld, OEO direc- 


tor, said at a news conference 
Thursday if the project is sue- 
cessfu!, a.i approach that close- 
ly measures the effectiveness of 
educational programs by how 
wall students achieve "could in- 
deed revolutionize education in 
this country." 


The OEO said the experi- 


ment's purpose is to determine 
how well a variety of technolog- 
ical and "incentive-based" tech- 
niques can improve basic read- 
ing and math skills of students 
with below-par achievement in 
these two crucial subjects. 


"Results may provide evi- 


dence that the society has at its 
disposal the means for upgrad- 
ing the basic learning skills of 
students whose proficiency lev- 
els are well below their peers," 
the OEO said. 


Firms will use a variety of ap- 


proaches, including new educa- 
tional technology, such as teach- 
ing machines and programmed 
instruction, to teach the basic 
skills for up to one hour a day in 
both reading and mathematics.

Office for the 
Aged Operates 
15 Projects 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Office on Aging operates 
15 projects in Arkansas to pro- 
vide aid and activities for the 
elderly. 


Most of them are small local 


centers in cities as large as 
little Rock and as small as 
Deer. 


If 
most 
of 
the 
estimated 


220,000 persons age 65 or older 
in the state do not frequent 
these centers, it may be due in 
large part to the fact that few 
know the centers exist. 


"That is one of our biggest 


problems," said Robert Windle, 
a field representative of the of- 
fice. 


The office, with Title HI fed- 


eral funds, helps finance the 
centers. The total cost in the 
office's 
funds 
in 1969 was 


$249,836, Windle said. 


Under 
the 
financing 
plan 


worked out by the federal gov- 
ernment, the state pays 75 per- 
cent and the federal 
govern- 


ment 25 per cent of the cost of 
operating a project for the el- 
derly in its first year of exist- 
ence. 


The state's share in the sec- 


ond year is 60 per cent and in 
the third year the financing is 
on a 50-50 state-federal basis. 


At the discretion of the direc- 


tor of the state office, the 50-50 
arrangment 
may be extended 


beyond the third year for pro- 
jects that appear to be on the 
threshold 
of self-sufficient fi- 


nancing, Windle said. 


"The projects are supposed 


to bring about community in- 
volvement to solve 
the pro- 


lems of the elderly," he said. 
"Usually, if it can't be done in 
three or four years, then in- 
volvement isn't likely to be de- 
veloped for some time." 


That, he said, is why the fi- 


nancing is patterned on a three- 
year basis. 


The centers are "recreation- 


al, drop-in" places where the 
elderly 
can congregate with 


those of similar age groups and 
engage in activities that include 
quilting, work in ceramics or 
just an easy game of dominoes. 


"After a lifetime of work, 


some don't care to work any- 
more," Windle said. "Others 
like to pursue crafts they know, 
such as woodwork, and the cen- 
ters make provision for these 
activities." 


He said the centers represent 


only a small step toward creat- 
ing situations where the elderly 
can be productive or creative 
individuals. 


"The whole emphasis in our 


society today is on the young," 
Windle said. "The old have 
been forgotten." 


There is no clearly specified 


age limit for participation in 
the centers. "Some are old at 
55," 
Windle said. "Some are 


young at 80. It just depends on 
whether they want to partici- 
pate or not." 


The centers financed 
with 


help from the state Office on 
Aging include three in North 
Little Rock, two in Little Rock, 
and one each in Deer, Salem, 
Fort Smith, Camden, Fayette- 
ville, 
Clarksviile, 
Gassville, 


Jonesboro, Newark and Texar- 
kana.

but changed his 


mind on Hayworth. 


Bookout, in a prepared state- 


ment, indicated that he believed 
turmoil on the campus and the 
actions of Gov. Winthrop Rock- 
efeller played a part in Reng's 
decision to shange his mind.

government operations subcom- 
mittee, headed by Rep. L. H. 
Fountain, D-N.C., are gathering 
documents from FDA files for 
probable hearings next month. 


In apparent anticipation of the 


congressional 
investigation, 


FDA Commissioner Charles C. 
Edwards 
last 
week 
decried 


what he called harassment of 
the agency. 


"Our major problem at the 


moment is to get the Ralph 
Naders, our congressional crit- 
ics, and even some of the inter- 
nal 'experts' within the govern- 
ment structure to leave us alone 
so that we can settle down to 
the task of implementing some 
of the reforms which are essen- 
tial," Edwards said in a recent 
Philadelphia speech. 


Several weeks ago, students 


investigators under Nader's di- 
rection accused the FDA of laxi- 
ty in food protection enforce- 
ment. 


Edwards did not identify the 


government "expert." 


But Dr. Howard L. Richard-

More U.S. Aid 
Asked for Drug 
Addiction

WASHINGTON (AP) - Lead- 


ing New York political figures 
from both parties have launched 
a joint effort for more federal 
help to stave off a drug problem 
they say has reached plague 
levels. 


Republican Gov. Nelson A. 


Rockefeller, emerging from a 
private strategy meeting with 
members of his state's congres- 
sional delegation, said Wednes- 
day the fight against drug abuse 
"has spread to the schools and 
even 
from 
the high schools 


down 
into 
the 
elementary 


schools." 


Rockefeller 
said he would 


seek President Nixon's backing 
for 
a new funding approach 


aimed at pumping bigger doses 
of federal drug-fighting cash 
into hard-hit cities including 
New? York, Los Angeles and Mi- 
ami. 


The governor also said he 


agreed 
with Democratic Rep. 


Edward I. Koch, who told news- 
men heroin addiction has be- 
come a plague in New York 
City with 100,000 addicts. 


Rep. 
Emanuel 
Celler, 
a 


Brooklyn Democrat, said at- 
tempts also would be made to 
discourage importation of drugs 
from other nations. 


Koch 
said 
the delegation 


urged 
that 
"countries 
like 


France, Turkey and other coun- 
tries that are the suppliers of 
heroin that comes into the coun- 
try . . .be held responsible." 


"And when the foreign aid bill 


comes up," he added, "we're 
going to think of some way 
where we can Impress upon 
those countries they can't be the 
recipients of money from this 
country when they are selling 
poison to the kids in this coun- 
try." 


Rep. 
Shirley Chisholm, a 


Democrat and the only black 
woman in Congress, said the 
drug problem "now has pene- 
trated just about every class 
and every etlmic group in our 
society . . ." 


Koch said more than money 


"we need real enforcement on 
the part of the police officials, 
we need to involve the commu- 
nities ... and we've got to get 
across the educational aspect." 


Meanwhile, Democratic Rep. 


Bertram L. Podell, of Brooklyn, 
said drug addiction costs the 
American public $5 billion a 
year in crime because many ad- 
dicts steal to support their hab- 
it, He called for $200 million for 
drug centers to offer a wide 
range of services for heroin ad- 
dicts. 


He also introduced a resolu* 


tion calling on the United Na- 
tions to buy the world's heroin 
supply at its source.

t his morning's Texarkana Gazette published an in* 
terview with Homer C. Kennedy, Hope plumber, 
in which the local man said he has circulated a 


petition with more than 500 signatures seeking anelec* 
lion to throw out Hope's city manager form of govern- 
ment and re-establish the mayor-council form. 


If you wonder why Hope municipal news happens to 


be published first in a foreign newspaper you are en- 
titled to an explanation—and this is it: 


About two Weeks ago Mr. Kennedy approached me 


in the Town & Country restaurant with a petition, 
identifying it as being for an election to throw out the 
city-manager government—and 1 refused to sign it. 


However, since it was a prime piece of news, I 


reported the incident to our office and gave instruc- 
tions to get a story on the petition. 


Someone on the staff talked to Mr. Kennedy and re- 


ported the latter wanted The Star to hold off on publish- 
ing any story—on the grounds it would hinder circula- 
tion of the petition—and that he, Mr. Kennedy, would 
give the word vhen release of the news was satisfac- 
tory. 


Neither Managing Editor Paul H. Jones nor I ever 


got the word. 


Apparently then, 
Mr. Kennedy drove over to Tex- 


arkana in a fit of pique and cranked up a foreign laundry 
to wash the soiled linen of his home town. 


I admit to an error in judgment in accepting Mr. 


Kennedy's request for a delay In publication two weeks 
ago. 
But what could I do? Mr. Kennedy was in effect 


saying if we published anything about Ids petition we 
would be trying to damage it, thereby protecting the 
city-manager government from attack. 


But after asking us for tills favor he paid us back 


by running out to another city to talk about his home 
town. 


1 don't trust the city*manager government. 
But neither do 1 trust Mr. Kennedy, 
The reason I wouldn't sign his petition must be obvi- 


ous. 1 felt he was capitalizing on The Star's campaign 
against City Hall for its failure to build a water pipe* 
line to Millwood Reservoir—using this monumental is« 
sue to help him square some picayune plumber's grudge 
against officialdom. 


Conceivable we might some time mount a petition 


ourselves to throw out the ctty*manager form of govern* 
ment— but not now, and certainly not with a leader 
having no more credence than Mr. Kennedy. 


The Star has two fundamental complaints against 


the city-manager form: 


1. It delays instead of taking bold action to assure 


an adequate water supply which is the key to Hope's 
industrialization and future growth-and security. 


2, It seeks and accepts millions of federal tax dol- 


lars for discretionary local ventures such as public 
housing and urban renewal—without ever once offering 
local taxpayers a referendum in which to express 
approval or disapproval. 


The city-manager for mis in principle a superior form 


of local government. But how in actual practice does it 
differ from the old mayor-council system which it re- 
placed? 


That's a good question. 
But not a question Mr. Kennedy can answer. 
We might throw out the city-manager system on worth- 


while issues—such as failure to build a pipeline for 
water, or refusal to give the people a vote on squander- 
ing federal tax money. 


But to call for an election on the say-so of a dis- 


gruntled plumber who doesn't honor his own pledges— 
this is ridiculous.
